Ted Daly, 20, of Ukiah, is part of 
the special education program at 
Ukiah High School and was on a 
break period in the park with a 
teacher when he broke away from 
the group around 11 am. 
Wednesday. 


"He ran away from the teacher 
and was last seen in the area of the 
golf course," said Ukiah Police Chief 
Chris Dewey. 

Daly is described as five-feet 
eight-inches tall and weighing 130 
pounds. He has brown hair and 
brown eyes, and was last seen wear- 
ing blue jeans and a green hooded 
sweatshirt with a black Nike shirt 
under it. He was last seen at the cor- 
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ner of Fairview Avenue and Maple 
Avenue.

Emergency 


declared in 
water crisis

The Redwood Valley Water District board 
voted unanimously to declare a water short- 
age emergency in an emergency meeting 
Tuesday night attended by about 50 people. 

Having declared an emergency, the board 
can now activate an ordinance it passed ear- 
lier this year tha*t allows for more stringent 
water conservation measures, including 
mandatory rationing. 

The district has been facing a reduction in 
the water it takes from Lake Mendocino 
since late November when storage in the 
lake dropped below 30,000 acre-feet. 

According to the board's agreement with 
the Sonoma County Water Agency, if storage 
in the lake drops below 30,000 acre-feet, the 
district must cut its withdrawals by half of 
the average for that month over the previous 
three years. 

For the time being, the board has ordered 
that agricultural water be cut off and that dis- 
trict water users should try to increase vol- 
untary conservation to 40 percent, said 
RVWD General Manager Bill Koehler. 

Voluntary conservation in the district 
reached 30 percent over the summer. 

Koehler said the board has a regularly 
scheduled meeting Dec. 20, where members 
will discuss whether further restrictions are 
necessary. 

If the board takes any further action on 
the issue, RVWD subscribers would be noti- 
fied by mail, Koehler said. 

Storage in Lake Mendocino has been a 
problem since earlier this summer when, 
because of a lack of winter rainfall combined 
with a reduction in flows through the Potter 
Valley Project, the level of the lake began to 
drop. As of Wednesday, storage in Lake 
Mendocino was at 28,402 acre-feet, despite 
a rainstorm that dumped close to two inches 
of rain on Ukiah.

Also during the meeting, 
Superintendent Lois Nash was 
appointed secretary to the board 
through December of 2008.

Johnston took Campbell’s seat in 


the November elections without 
contest as no other candidate filed to 
run for the vacant seat. 

Johnston said he is no stranger to 
the board’s proceedings, but that 
being on the other side of the desk 
presented its own challenges. 

“Tve actually been going pretty 
regularly for a few months now, and 
I've attended plenty over the years 
when I worked for the (Mendocino 
County) Office of Education," he 
said.

Judge rejects automakers’ lawsuit 


Says California has 
authority to regulate 
vehicle emissions

SACRAMENTO  — California 
scored a major victory Wednesday in its 
bid to be a player in the fight against 
global warming, as a federal judge ruled 
that the state has the authority to regu- 
late greenhouse gas emissions from cars. 

The ruling by U.S. District Judge 
Anthony Ishii in Fresno was another in a 
series of losses this year for automakers, 
who have sought to block California's 
clean car mandates from taking effect 
here and in 16 other states that together 
make up nearly half the U.S. population. 

The win for environmentalists is tem- 
pered by the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency, however, which has 
yet to grant California's 2-year-old 
request for a waiver, the last roadblock 
to the new rules. 

Ishii's ruling puts more pressure on 
the federal government to approve 
California's law and sends a signal to 
Congress not to interfere in that process. 

"Today's decision marks another 
important victory in the fight against 
global warming," Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said in a statement. 
“California and other states will prevail 
in our goal to take aggressive action on 
climate change." 

Automakers sued California over the 
tailpipe standards it approved in 2004, 
which would force automakers to cut 
greenhouse gases by about one-third in 
new cars and light trucks by 2016. 

The Association of International 
Automobile Manufacturers argued that a 
1975 federal energy law gave the U.S. 
Department of Transportation sole juris- 
diction to establish one uniform fuel 
economy standard. 

They said piecemeal attempts by 
states to regulate greenhouse gases 
would force manufacturers to make 
vehicles using too many different stan- 
dards, raising the cost of cars and elimi- 


nating some model choices. They also 
claimed it would undermine America's 
foreign policy efforts on climate change. 

But Ishii rejected those claims, saying 
Congress gave California and the EPA 
the authority to regulate vehicle emis- 
sions, even if they impose rules that are 
more strict than those from federal high- 
way officials. 

“Tt would be the very definition of 
folly" to prevent environmental agen- 
cies from regulating greenhouse gas 
emissions, Ishii wrote in his 57-page 
opinion. 

As well as improving fuel efficiency, 
Ishii suggested car companies could 
comply with the new regulations by 
increasing the efficiency of air condi- 
tioners in vehicles or building more 
hybrid and alternative-fuel cars. 

AIAM said it would consult with its 
14 member companies, which include 
auto giants such as Toyota Motor Corp., 
Honda Motor Co., Nissan Motor Co. 
and Hyundai Motor Co., about whether 
to appeal. 

“While we have not yet had an oppor- 
tunity to analyze the California federal 
court's decision, we are obviously very 
disappointed by this result," said 
Michael Stanton, the association's presi- 
dent and chief executive. 

Under the Clean Air Act, California is 
the only state that can set its own vehi- 
cle pollution standards because it started 
regulating air pollution before the EPA. 
was created. Other states are free to 
choose either the California rules or the 
federal government's. 

Twelve other states — Connecticut, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, New Mexico, New York, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Vermont and Washington — have adopt- 
ed California's emissions standards, and 
the governors of Arizona, Colorado, 
Florida and Utah have said they also 
plan to adopt them. 

First, they need the EPA to grant 
California's waiver request. Frustrated 
by the lack of federal action, 14 states 
joined California in a lawsuit against the 
agency in November. 


"Unfortunately, the EPA is under the 
thumb of the White House," California 
Attorney General Jerry Brown said 
Wednesday. "I hope this will get the 
attention of President Bush and have 
him support significant caps on green- 
house gas emissions." 

Connecticut Attorney General 
Richard Blumenthal added that the EPA 
should “stop its shameful stonewalling 
and address this growing and grave 
threat to the environment and human 
health.” 

Last summer, EPA Administrator 
Stephen Johnson said he would decide 
on California’s waiver request by the 
end of this year. 

The state’s plan to reduce tailpipe 
emissions is key to California’s goal of 
lowering greenhouse gas emissions to 
1990 levels by 2020. About a third of the 
state’s emissions come from cars, pick- 
ups and sport utility vehicles, a figure 
that will only grow if they are not regu- 
lated in the nation’s most populous state. 

In April, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled that the EPA could regulate green- 
house gases as a pollutant. In a case sim- 
ilar to the one in California, in 
September a federal judge in Vermont 
rejected similar claims by the Alliance 
of Automobile Manufacturers, which 
includes domestic automakers Ford 
Motor Co., General Motors Corp. and 
Chrysler LLC. 

“This is not only another nail in the 
industry’s auto fight, this should be the 
end of it,” said David Bookbinder, an 
attorney with Sierra Club, one of six 
environmental groups that intervened in 
the California lawsuit. “They’ve lost 
every attempt they’ve made to stop the 
standards.”

A Ukiah man has been 
charged with sex crimes 
against a child after the 
alleged victim, a 12-year-old 
boy, came forward.

The case remains under 
investigation; Parker is being 
held at the Mendocino County 
Jail on a $100,000 bond.

UPD searches homes 
in stabbing arrest case

The Ukiah Police Depart- 
ment has reported finding 
more evidence in Friday's 
attempted murder of a Ukiah 
man, including information 
related to other gang-related 
violent crimes. 

On Tuesday, UPD officers 
served a search warrant on 
two homes in the Hopland 
area where attempted homi- 
cide suspect Adolfo Cisneros, 
21, of Ukiah, was known to 


spend time, said UPD 
Detective Dave McQueary. 
McQueary said officers 


seized more evidence of 
Cisnero's participation in the 
Surefio street gang as well as 
evidence relating to another 
violent gang-related crime. 
Cisneros was arrested 
Friday on suspicion of 
attempted homicide, assault 


with a deadly weapon and 
participation in a criminal 
street gang for allegedly stab- 
bing a 20-year-old Ukiah man 
at the USA Gas Station in 
south Ukiah. 

According to police 
reports, Cisneros allegedly 
approached the victim and 
stabbed him once without 
provocation. 

“The suspect has not given 
a statement as to why," 
McQueary said. 

McQueary said the crime 
appears to have been gang- 
related. Cisneros is a known 
gang member, and the victim 
has known prior gang ties. 
The victim was also wearing 
red, which police say may 
have been a factor in the 
attack. 

The case remains under 
investigation.

Cut federal spending, GOP presidential 
rivals say in final pre-Iowa debate 


JOHNSTON, Iowa (AP) — Republican presidential rivals 
called for deep cuts in federal spending Wednesday in a 
debate remarkably free of acrimony, and agreed the reduc- 
tions they seek need not require painful sacrifice by millions 
of Americans who rely on government services. 

“The sacrifice we need from the American people is saying, 
"Let the programs go that don't work. Don't lobby for them 
forever," said former Massachusetts Gov. Mitt Romney, one 
of nine GOP presidential hopefuls sharing an Iowa stage little 
more than three weeks before the state's caucuses provide the 
first test of the campaign. Former New York Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani called for across-the-board cuts of up to 15 percent, 
including reduced federal spending on health care. "Rather 
than relying on a nanny government, let's rely on people to 
decide their own health care," he said. 

The debate was the Republicans' last before the Iowa cau- 
cuses on Jan. 3, and it punctuated a remarkable period of tur- 
moil in their race for the presidential nomination. 


Bush vetoes second bill expanding 
children's health insurance program 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bush vetoed legislation 
Wednesday that would have expanded government-provided 
health insurance for children, his second slap-down of a bipar- 
tisan effort in Congress to dramatically increase funding for 
the popular program. It was Bush's seventh veto in seven 
years — all but one coming since Democrats took control of 
Congress in January. Wednesday was the deadline for Bush to

act or let the bill become law. The president also vetoed an 
earlier, similar bill expanding the health insurance program. 

Bush vetoed the bill in private. 

In a statement notifying Congress of his decision, Bush 
said the bill was unacceptable because — like the first one — 
it allows adults into the program, would cover people in fam- 
ilies with incomes above the U.S. median and raises taxes. 

“This bill does not put poor children first, and it moves our 
country’s health care system in the wrong direction,” Bush’s 
statement said. “Ultimately, our nation’s goal should be to 
move children who have no health insurance to private cover- 
age, not to move children who already have private health 
insurance to government coverage.” 


U.S. cholesterol falls to the ideal range 
of 199, thanks to anti-cholesterol drugs 


ATLANTA (AP) — Americans may be too fat, but at least 
their cholesterol is low. For the first time in nearly 50 years, 
the average cholesterol level for U.S. adults is in the ideal 
range, the government reported Wednesday. 

Results from a national survey that included blood tests 
found the total average cholesterol level dropped to 199 last 
year. Experts consider 200 and lower to be ideal. 

The growing use of cholesterol-lowering pills in middle- 
aged and older people is believed to be a key reason for the 
improvement, experts said. When the survey began in 1960, 
the average cholesterol was at 222. 

While Americans have gotten much heavier since then, 
they’ve been able to lower their cholesterol with powerful 
drugs that carry few if any side effects. High cholesterol can 
clog arteries and lead to heart disease. Doctors’ groups have 
increasingly recommended more aggressive use of these 
drugs in patients seen to be at risk from heart disease. And 
screening has become common — two-thirds of men and 
three-fourths of women had been screened for high choles- 
terol in the previous five years, according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention.

It’s time to repeal 
Measure G 


This week the Daily Journal agreed to 
help a local effort to repeal the county’s 
Measure G ordinance. We do this because 
we believe that Measure G is in large part 
the reason marijuana growing in this county 
has gone from a tolerated underground busi- 
ness for people living in the hills to massive 
commercial operations for hundreds of peo- 
ple living not only in the hills, but in our res- 
idential neighborhoods. 

Measure G passed with 58 percent of the 
vote in Mendocino County in the year 2000 
as a way to allow small “mom and pop” 
growers in the county to grow personal sup- 
plies of pot without fear of arrest and prose- 
cution. It came just after the statewide 
Proposition 215, which legalized medical 
marijuana possession and cultivation. 

The two measures combined in this coun- 
ty sent a message to the world that marijua- 
na growing here was basically legal. 

And the swarms of growers moved in and 
have set up operations virtually unchal- 
lenged. 

The marijuana growers are mostly claim- 
ing to be growing for medical marijuana 
patients, a scam encouraged by Measure G. 
Because of Measure G, our county has been 
unable to restrict medical marijuana growing 
to the far more reasonable six-plant per 
patient state limit. 

This week the county Board of 
Supervisors did the right thing by introduc- 
ing a new ordinance which will limit med- 
ical marijuana plants to 25 per legal parcel. 
The city of Ukiah has adopted a 12-plant-per 
parcel limit and banned outdoor growing. 

And still, the growers feel free to keep 
growing because as long as 25 marijuana 
plants are legal for anyone to grow under 
Measure G, our Sheriff and District Attorney 
don’t feel comfortable enforcing anything 
stricter. It’s time for Measure G to go. 

This week we joined in a meeting of local 
citizens from both inland and the coast, and 
from all political persuasions, to form a 
coalition to work on getting a ballot measure 
on the June county election ballot to reverse 
Measure G and enact state limits on medical 
marijuana growing. Such a measure would 
ideally also affirm a per-parcel limit on 
plants (to prevent so-called care givers from 
claiming they have 50-100 patients to grow 
for) and prohibit growing near schools, 
churches and other community facilities. 

At the coalition meeting this week 
Supervisors Jim Wattenburger and Mike 
Delbar agreed to have such an ordinance 
drafted by the county counsel and we urge 
all the supervisors to support putting it on 
the June ballot and let the citizens of 
Mendocino County decide whether the 
Measure G experiment is over. We believe 
given a chance to have their say, the majori- 
ty of local citizens will indeed say 
“Enough!” Every supervisor should be will- 
ing to let the people decide. 

It is also important for the supervisors to 
act because they have the opportunity to get 
a measure on the June ballot while a citizen 
ballot effort would not only require the gath- 
ering of 3,000 or so signatures - not a prob- 


lem we think - but those signatures would 
have to be verified by the county clerk’s 
office which could take long enough to push 
the measure to the November ballot, almost 
a year - and another couple of marijuana sea- 
sons - away. 

Now, as to Jimmy Rickel's "Sensible 
Medical Marijuana" Measure G repeal effort 
now underway with signature gathering 
locally. We appreciate that Mr. Rickel has 
taken the lead in putting this question before 
the voters. We give him credit for starting 
the conversation and leading the charge. 
However, Mr. Rickel's proposed ballot mea- 
sure has two very big flaws: First, it does not 
specifically repeal Measure G. Therefore 
Measure G would remain on the books in the 
county. This would create a legal quagmire 
the pot growers would use in any court chal- 
lenge to their growing operations. 

Second, Mr. Rickel's measure requires 
the Sheriff and DA to make marijuana grow- 
ing offenses their "highest" priority. While 
repealing Measure G and adopting state 
standards will certainly give the Sheriff and 
DA better tools to bust these big growing 
operations, we're not ready to say that these 
busts are a higher priority than murder, rape, 
home invasions and other violent crimes. 

Had Mr. Rickel's measure been as simple 
as repealing Measure G and implementing 
state standards, we could have endorsed it 
and helped cheerlead the signature gathering 
phase. Instead, this new coalition formed 
because we saw Mr. Rickel's well-meant 
measure as only making it more likely that 
the status quo will continue. Once again we 
urge Jimmy Rickel to stop gathering signa- 
tures and work to put a measure on the bal- 
lot that will pass. Two competing measures 
will only mean defeat for both and victory 
for the growers. 

As for the growers. We're sure there will 
be heavy opposition from them. We would 
not expect people making millions of illegal 
dollars each year to give it up without a 
fight. They will be well funded and will try 
to project a Measure G repeal and enactment 
of the stricter state standards as taking away 
essential medicine to many sick and dying 
patients. We know that in reality the vast 
majority of marijuana being grown here is 
being sold elsewhere at street prices - even 
to medical marijuana patients. 

There will also be arguments that all of 
this underground activity is actually good 
for our economy. Hogwash. All it is really 
doing is sending millions of dollars out of 
town, using up scarce water resources, 
diminishing our land values, and making this 
a dangerous place to live. 

We believe repealing Measure G and 
enacting state medical marijuana standards 
is the best answer and we urge anyone who 
agrees to contact their supervisor right away 
and tell him or her to support putting the 
question on the June ballot. We believe the 
supervisors could take up this issue as early 
as their January 8 meeting, so start making 
those calls and sending those letters and 
email now.

Coming attractions 


Want a preview of coming attractions in next year's 
elections? Listen to a television ad from Bob Latta, 
who is trying to hold on to a traditionally Republican 
congressional district in Ohio's special election on 
Tuesday. 

"Broken borders, and Washington does nothing," 
the announcer intones. “Had enough? Bob Latta wants 
to get tough.” 

The announcer then describes Latta’s “plan” this 
way: “No amnesty for illegal immigrants. Secure our 
borders. No driver’s license. Cut off taxpayer-subsi- 
dized welfare benefits. And Bob Latta will fight to cut 
foreign aid to countries encouraging illegal immigra- 
tion to America.” 

Latta, who faces a serious challenge from 
Democrat Robin Weirauch, has clearly not gotten 
word that the Republican Party’s increasingly punitive 
approach to immigration is costing the GOP Hispanic 
votes. Perhaps Latta is not worried because people of 
Hispanic origin account for only 3.8 percent of Ohio’s 
Sth District population. This, in turn, may be why 
Weirauch has minimized her differences with Latta on 
immigration, preferring to focus on trade and health 
care. 

The Ohio contest points to an important but little- 
noticed disconnect between how immigration is likely 
to play in the 2008 congressional elections and how it 
will affect the presidential campaign. A Latino back- 
lash against the Republicans could hurt their nominee 
for president, but a backlash against illegal immigra- 
tion could help Republicans in races for Congress. 

Here’s why: The presidential race is determined in 
statewide battles for electoral votes. Control of 
Congress is determined district by district. 

Latino votes could well tip at least four Western 
states that voted for President Bush in 2004 to the 
Democrats. In New Mexico, residents of Hispanic ori- 
gin account for 42.6 percent of the state’s population; 
in Arizona, 25.3 percent; in Nevada, 19.7 percent; in 
Colorado, 17.1 percent. If just Arizona and Colorado 
added their electoral votes to those won by John Kerry 
in 2004, Democrats would have an Electoral College 
majority. (All Hispanic population figures used here 
are from the just-published Almanac of American 
Politics 2008.) 

Democrats are enjoying a Latino surge. A study 
released last week by the Pew Hispanic Center found 
that in 2007, 57 percent of registered voters who are 
Hispanic identified themselves as Democrats, up from 
49 percent just a year ago. The proportion of 
Hispanics calling themselves Republicans dropped to 
23 percent in 2007 from 28 percent in 2006. A 21- 
point Democratic advantage a year ago has grown to 
34 points. 

Asked which party was doing a better job dealing 
with illegal immigration, Hispanics gave the 
Democrats a 41 percent to 14 percent vote of confi- 
dence. All this augurs well for the Democrats nation- 
wide. 

Yet control of the House is determined in a limited 
number of highly competitive districts, and in most of 
those districts, the Hispanic population is very small. 

Based on the results of the 2006 election, I counted 
34 Democratic districts that Republicans will proba- 
bly target next year; most are seats the Democrats cap- 
tured from the GOP last year. 

In only nine of those 34 districts is the Hispanic 
population more than 10 percent, including only four 
where it is more than 18 percent. That leaves 25 dis- 
tricts where the Hispanic population is under 10 per- 
cent; in 19 of these, it is under 3 percent. These are the 
contests in which Republicans are likely to use the 
illegal immigration issue as Latta has. Of the 15 dis- 
tricts where the Democratic incumbent received 51 
percent or less last year, 11 have Hispanic populations 
of less than 10 percent. 

Typical of Democrats trying to hold on to seats won 
in 2006 is Rep. Heath Shuler from western North 
Carolina. Shuler defeated GOP incumbent Charles 
Taylor in a Republican-leaning district where 
Hispanics account for just 2.6 percent of the popula- 
tion. 

It is no accident that the featured item on Shuler's 
congressional Web site is his sponsorship of the SAVE 
Act. The acronym stands for Secure America through 
Verification and Enforcement. As Shuler describes it, 
the proposal would “drastically reduce illegal immi- 
gration" through "a strict emphasis on border security, 
employer verification, and interior enforcement." My 
guess is that Shuler knows his district's priorities on 
immigration. 

In the end, we won't solve the immigration problem 
until we offer a path to citizenship to the 12 million or 
so immigrants who are in the country illegally. A com- 
passionate approach is also the most practical 
approach. But advocates of comprehensive immigra- 
tion reform need to understand that in the short run, 
especially in the House, the politics of the issue could 
be very bumpy.

Giants make free agent splash 


Aaron Rowand 
agrees to $60 million, 


5-year deal

SAN FRANCISCO — Aaron 
Rowand wanted some long-term sta- 
bility, and so did the San Francisco 
Giants. 

Rowand agreed to a $60 million, 
five-year contract with the Giants on 
Wednesday, giving the club a Gold 
Glove center fielder without having to 
trade young pitchers Matt Cain or Tim 
Lincecum. 

The 30-year-old Rowand is expect- 
ed to bat fifth for San Francisco after 


spending the past two seasons with the 
Philadelphia Phillies. Before that, he 
helped the Chicago White Sox win the 
2005 World Series. 

“Bottom line, I wanted to get in a 
spot where I would be long term,” said 
Rowand, who noted he weighed four 
or five similar multiyear offers. “In 
this day of free agency, that’s not com- 
monplace. That’s really the thing I was 
looking forward to most.” 

He is coming off his best season 
yet, earning his first Gold Glove award 
and All-Star selection while helping 
the Phillies to the NL East title. 
Rowand batted .309 with 27 home 
runs and career bests of 89 RBIs, 105 
runs, 189 hits and 45 doubles in 161 
games.

Padres sign Peavy to 3-year extension

SAN DIEGO — When Jake Peavy 
said it wasn't about the money, he real- 
ly meant it. 

After all, the Cy Young Award win- 
ner could have played out his contract 
with the San Diego Padres and gotten 
big money elsewhere as a free agent. 

As it is, the $52 million, three-year 
extension Peavy signed on Wednesday 
is the biggest deal in Padres history. 
It's much more than the good ol' boy 
from Alabama probably ever imagined 
he'd make. 

"T really have tried my best to stay 
away from the money issue because a 
lot of people in Semmes, Ala., can't 
count that high," Peavy cracked at a 
news conference. "That's not saying 
that in an arrogant way at all. I mean, 
when people in Semmes see the kind 
of money we're talking about, they 
don't understand. I don't understand, 
to be honest with you. It's kind of 
crazy. I know how fortunate and 
blessed I am to be able to have the tal- 
ent to play this game." 

The deal was finalized just less than 


a month after Peavy was the unani- 
mous winner of the NL Cy Young 
Award. 

Giving Peavy the extension now 
was a no-brainer for the Padres, who 
fell one victory short of reaching the 
playoffs for the third straight year. 
With the Padres on a push to shore up 
their farm system, it made a lot of 
sense to lock up a guy who has blos- 
somed after being a I5th-round pick in 
the June 1999 draft. 

"The way we looked at it is, 
although we may be surprised with a 
few of the kids in our system that are 
coming, I don't know if we've ear- 
marked anybody that we think can be 
the next Jake Peavy, although we've 
got some fine young arms coming," 
general manager Kevin Towers said. 

The GM knew it would be more 
expensive to shop for an ace two years 
from now, and that had Peavy gotten 
any closer to free agency, he might 
have been tempted to see what his 
market value was. 

“With Chris Young, we think we've 
got a pretty good 1-2 punch for the 
next four to five years, if they stay 


healthy," Towers said. 

Peavy will make $6.5 million in 
2008 and $11 million in 2009. 

The new money kicks in in 2010, 
when he'll make $15 million. He'll 
earn $16 million in 2011 and $17 mil- 
lion in 2012. The club holds a $22 mil- 
lion option for 2013, or a $4 million 
buyout. 

If he remains with the Padres 
through 2013, he'll make $87.5 mil- 
lion. 

The guaranteed money in Peavy's 
extension will average $17.3 million 
per season. By comparison, Carlos 
Zambrano of the Chicago Cubs aver- 
ages $18.3 million and Barry Zito of 
the San Francisco Giants averages $18 
million. 

Previously, the biggest deal in fran- 
chise history was the $34 million, 
four-year contract slugger Phil Nevin 
agreed to in November 2001. 

Whether he's taking the so-called 
San Diego discount is up for debate. 

Peavy doesn't care. 

"This contract is not about money 
to me,” he said. “I think it's a fair deal 
for everybody. I didn't want to do the 


other players around the league any 
kind of injustice." 

Peavy said he wanted to stay with 
the Padres because of the "unbeliev- 
able people in this organization. When 
you talk to Greg Maddux, after 20 
years in baseball he said this is the 
most fun and the best people he's been 
around in the game. It doesn't take 
much to know that this is the place you 
want to be." 

With the oldest of his two boys set 
to enter first grade next fall, Peavy 
plans to move his family from 
Alabama to San Diego. 

"T've got to relocate because I want 
to be a daddy,” he said. “I don't want 
to call and ask how the school day 
was, I want to tuck my boys in and ask 
them how their school day was. When 
you've got a 6-year-old in school, 
that's just all there is to it.” 

Peavy will have a full no-trade 
clause from 2008-10. In 2011, he can 
veto trades to 14 teams. In 2012, he 
can decline a trade to eight teams. 

Peavy is 76-51 with a 3.31 ERA in 
his career. He led the majors with a

OAKLAND — Baron Davis had 18 
points, six rebounds and six assists and 
the Golden State Warriors took advantage 
of Tim Duncan sitting out another game 
for San Antonio, beating the sloppy Spurs 
96-84 on Tuesday night.

San Antonio hadn't lost since its last 
trip to Northern California — a 112-99 
defeat at Sacramento on Nov. 26. 

Duncan walked gingerly to the court 
before the game and was in uniform, but 
he missed his third straight game with a 
sprained right ankle sustained in a Dec. 2 
win over Portland. And the Spurs are far 
from the same team without him: They 
committed a season-high 21 turnovers. 

Matt Bonner led the defending NBA 
champion Spurs with career highs of 25 
points and 17 rebounds on a night leading 
scorer Manu Ginobili was held to 13 
points on 4-for-14 shooting after record- 
ing back-to-back 37-point performances 
Dec. 5 against the Dallas Mavericks and 
Dec. 7 versus Utah. 

Andris Biedrins added 14 points and 
seven rebounds and Kelenna Azubuike 
had 16 points and nine boards for the 
Warriors, who play at Portland on 
Wednesday night before returning home 
to face the Lakers again Friday. 

The Warriors are in the middle of one 
of their best stretches ever. They are 12-3 
over their last 15 games, the franchise's 
best such stretch since also going 13-2 
from Dec. 6, 1975, to Jan. 3, 1976. 

Ginobili had three points and five 
turnovers in an unproductive first half, 
and Tony Parker had a sub-par game with 
11 points, six assists and six turnovers.

ICAA | PETRINO FLEES TO ARKANSAS : 
Bitter Falcons feel betrayed after Petrino bolts for Arkansas

FLOWERY BRANCH, Ga. 
— Coward. Quitter. 
Hypocrite. And those were 
some of the nicer things the 
Atlanta Falcons had to say 
about their former coach on 
Wednesday. 

Bobby Petrino left behind a 
bitter team and a boss who felt 
betrayed, skipping town to 
return to the college ranks 
with not so much as a face-to- 
face meeting with his players. 

The Falcons watched him 
on television the previous 
night, yukking it up at a giddy, 
late-night news conference in 
Arkansas, then showed up at 
their lockers to find a 78-word 
letter from their ex-coach, 
whose tenure in the NFL last- 
ed all of 13 games. 

"Atlanta Falcons Players," 
it began. 

“Out of my respect for you, 
I am letting you know that, 
with a heavy heart, I resigned 
today as the Head Coach of 
the Atlanta Falcons. This deci- 
sion was not easy but was 
made in the best interest of me 
and my family. While my 
desire would have been to fin- 
ish out what has been a diffi- 
cult season for us all, circum- 
stances did not allow me to do 
so. I appreciate your hard 
work and wish you the best. 

"Sincerely, Bobby 
Petrino." 

While the aloof Petrino had 
few friends in the locker 
room, and there was actually a 
sense of relief he was gone, 
the Falcons (3-10) felt totally 
abandoned in a season where 
so much already has gone 
wrong. 

First, Michael Vick. 

Now, this. 

“Tt got to the point where 
guys really didn't care if he 
left or not," running back 
Warrick Dunn said. "But the 
way he decided to leave, to 
me, was just not right." 

Falcons owner Arthur 
Blank sounded as though he 
had just been stabbed in the 
back. He got a call late last 
week from Dallas owner Jerry 
Jones, an Arkansas alumnus, 
to say the school was interest- 


ed in talking to Petrino about 
its coaching vacancy. 

Blank said he told Jones the 
Falcons had no intention of 
letting the Razorbacks speak 
with their coach, and general 
manager Rich McKay con- 
firmed that position in follow- 
up calls with Jones. 

That was followed by a 
series of meetings over the 
weekend in which Petrino laid 
out some areas of concern, 
and the Falcons thought they 
had addressed them all. In 
fact, Blank said he met again 
with the coach on Monday, 
just hours before Atlanta’s 34- 
14 loss to the New Orleans 
Saints, to make sure he wasn’t 
planning to leave. 

“He stood up, we shook 
hands and he said, ‘You have 
a head coach," Blank said. 

Twenty-four hours later, 
Petrino submitted his resigna- 
tion, hopped on a plane to 
Arkansas and signed a deal as 
Razorbacks coach. 

"The best way to describe 
the way we feel," Blank said, 


“is betrayed.” 
The Falcons hastily chose 
secondary coach Emmitt 


Thomas to run the team on an 
interim basis for the final 
three games; he becomes the 
first black head coach in team 
history. 

McKay said he would get 
to work Wednesday night 
going over the list of potential 
candidates for the permanent 
job, a task he never expected 
to be doing just 11 months 
after hiring the last coach. 

Blank said he has no reason 
to believe that Jones was 
involved in Petrino’s sudden 
resignation, and McKay said 
NFL tampering rules don’t 
apply to college jobs anyway. 
NFL spokesman Greg Aiello 
said the league didn’t have 
enough information to com- 
ment. 

During his final days with 
the Falcons, Petrino expressed 
to both Blank and McKay his 
concerns about dealing with 
pro athletes. There were plen- 
ty of warning signs he wasn’t 
coping well with players who 
weren't afraid to speak their 
minds or question the coach- 
ing staff. 


"This league is not for 
everybody," safety Lawyer 
Milloy said. "This league is 
for real men. I think he real- 
ized he didn't belong here." 

A couple of Pro Bowlers, 
DeAngelo Hall and Alge 
Crumpler, had openly criti- 
cized Petrino's domineering 
tactics. Plenty of others 
expressed their frustration in 
private. 

"We're not college kids," 
said Dunn, a 32-year-old, 11- 
year veteran. "I'm a profes- 
sional, grown man. Look at 
me eye to eye. Talk to me. But 
Bobby wasn't like that." 

Dunn said Petrino's rules 
ranged from a ban on televi- 
sions in the locker room at the 
team's suburban training com- 
plex to frowning on any loud 
talking at team dinners when 
the Falcons were on the road. 

“Tt got to the point where I 
never went down to team din- 
ners to eat because I was not 
going to sit there in silence," 
Dunn said. “It’s a joke. You 
tell kindergartners things like 
that." 

The first sign of trouble 
was Hall's sideline confronta- 
tion with Petrino in Week 3, 
which led to the cornerback 
being fined $100,000 and held 
out for the first half of the next 
game. 

A couple of weeks later, 
Crumpler complained about 
Petrino's offense and said the 
veterans felt they were being 
phased out. Those concerns 
came to a head when 35-year- 
old Grady Jackson, one of the 
team's most effective interior 
linemen, was surprisingly cut 
during the bye week. 

Now playing with the 
Jacksonville Jaguars, Jackson 
didn't sound surprised about 
Petrino's sudden departure. 

“Tt just shows his true 
color, like a coward with a 
yellow stripe down his back," 
Jackson said. 

Around the league, others 
took note of Petrino's shock- 
ing departure. 

“He snuck out in the mid- 
dle of the night like the 
Baltimore Colts did," Kansas 
City Chiefs running back 
Kolby Smith said. Smith 
played for Petrino at 


Louisville. 

Even some of Petrino's fel- 
low coaches were dismayed 
by his tactics. 

"For my profession, I’m 
always very disappointed 
when things like this happen," 
Baltimore's Brian Billick said. 
"Kind of leave it at that. This 
profession needs to handle 
itself better at times." 

The Falcons were particu- 
larly upset about Petrino's 
jovial demeanor at his first 
news conference in Arkansas, 
where he even participated in 
the school’s “calling the hogs” 
cheer. It was the first time any 
of the players could remember 
him smiling. 

“The slap in the face was 
ultimately when he showed up 
at a 11 o'clock, or whatever

Dewey said Daley cannot 
talk but does respond to sim- 
ple sign language. 

He said emergency officials 
are concerned about Daley 
because he has some critical 
medical issues and because he 
is not well dressed for cold 
weather. 

Temperatures were in the 
middle 50s Wednesday but 
were expected to drop to the 
low 30s overnight. In the hills 
west of Low Gap Park, tem- 
peratures were already falling 
as the sun set Wednesday. 

Dewey said an immediate 
search of the area was made 
shortly after Daley disap- 
peared; by early afternoon, a 
mobile command center had 
been established in the park- 
ing lot above Low Gap Park. 

The county Search and 
Rescue Team, police officers 
from UPD, deputies from the 
Mendocino County Sheriff's 
Office, firefighters from the 
Ukiah Fire Department, a 
Department of Corrections 
fire crew from CalFire, city of 
Ukiah maintenance workers, 
REACH, CALSTAR and 
California Highway Patrol 
helicopters, faculty and secu- 
rity guards from Ukiah High 
School and volunteers from 
the community all joined in 
the search. Several high 
school students came across 
the street to help as school let 
out. 

Search teams were orga- 
nized into two groups. One 
group of 40 spread out in a

and also a toy of their choice 
from Santa's Workshop -- but 
not without help from the 
community. 

A tradition dating back to 
1983, each year Plowshares 
offers the less fortunate a 
chance to enjoy a free, 
lunchtime holiday feast with 
the attendance growing each 
year. 

“The numbers have steadi- 
ly increased each year," said 
Mary Buckley, Plowshares 
director. 

Participants at last year's 
meal waited in line and ulti- 
mately crammed into Plow- 
shares Community Dining 
Room for the Christmas Eve 
meal as 500 people were in 
attendance -- with 300 of 
those being children. For 
those at the meal it was a 
chance to enjoy a fresh, warm 
holiday meal, but for the chil- 
dren in attendance it was also 
a chance to visit Santa's 
Toyshop and pick out their 
own holiday gift. 

This Christmas Eve tradi- 


tion begins as all the families 
eat their meal, which includes 
holiday favorites like ham and 
sweet potatoes. Once the meal 
is over and everyone has been 
served, the magical journey 
for the children begins. 

A team of volunteer elves 
will then take the children, 
one-by-one, to Santa's Work- 
shop, where they will be 
awash in piles of board 
games, dolls, remote-control 
cars and more all stacked to 
the ceiling and unwrapped. 

“We like to keep the pre- 
sents unwrapped so that the 
kids know what they're pick- 
ing out," Buckley explained. 

Inside the workshop the 
toys will all be arranged by 
age groups, making it easier 
for the elves to help the child 
pick out the perfect toy. With a 
little help from their North 
Pole assistant, children will be 
able to pick whichever toy 
they want, and, according to 
Buckley, thats where the 
magic begins for her and the 
Plowshares staff. 

“It’s great to see the kids 
enjoying it," Buckley said 
with a smile Wednesday. 
"That has got to be my 
favorite part. It's just really 


special for them to get some- 
thing brand new that they 
picked out. The looks on the 
kids’ faces are priceless.” 

But without help from the 
community it could be a dry 
year in Santa's Workshop. 
Buckley said Plowshares is 
asking for donations of new, 
unwrapped toys to help make 
this a special Christmas for 
hundreds of area children. The 
toys can vary in age-appropri- 
ateness as children young and 
old will be at the meal. 

It isn't just the children 
who will benefit from the 
community support. Plow- 
shares is also in need of items 
like books, lotion, Chapstick, 
warm socks and empty holi- 
day stockings for the seniors 
involved with the Meals-on- 
Wheels program. Adult-sized 
hats and gloves are also a wel- 
come offering as they will be 
distributed to guests as they 
wait in line for the meal. 

For Buckley and the Plow- 
shares staff this event is not 
only a great opportunity to 
help the less fortunate, but 
also a chance for the commu- 
nity to come together for a 
united cause. 

"It's a tremendous specta- 


cle for the community to come 
and help out like this," Buck- 
ley said. "It's sometimes 
tough to get it all together, but 
it seems to work out with the 
community's help." 

People who want to donate 
toys or gifts can drop them off 
at Plowshares, 150 Luce Ave., 
any time staff is present, from 
8 a.m. until 2 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. The final day 
for donations is Dec. 20. The 
new facility on South State 
Street is expected to open to 
the public on Jan. 14, but 
Plowshares is still operating in 
the old facility through the 
holidays. For those who wish 
to donate food items for the 
Christmas Eve feast, Plow- 
shares is requesting frozen or 
canned hams, fresh yams and 
green beans, fresh fruit for 
fruit salad, salad vegetables, 
dinner rolls and cupcakes for 
dessert.

State investigators find 
lead in children's jewelry

SACRAMENTO — With 
the holidays approaching, 
officials are warning parents 
that they've found unsafe lev- 
els of lead in children's jewel- 
ry at retail outlets across the 
state. 

The items include a pen- 
dant from a gumball machine 
at a Church's Fried Chicken in 
Oakland that authorities said 
was nearly solid lead. 

Tests showed it had a lead 
content of 368,000 parts per 
million. A new state law limits 
lead content in metallic mate- 
rial in children's jewelry to 
600 parts per million. 

One-third of the more than 
125 pieces of jewelry tested 
so far by the California 
Department of Toxic 
Substances Control had 
excessive levels of lead. 
Authorities say lead in jewel- 
ry is particularly dangerous, 
because it often breaks and 
children tend to chew on it. 

They include: 

— A necklace and bracelet 
set at Marshalls store in 
Roseville, near Sacramento,

that had more than 280,000 
parts per million. 

— A cross necklace at 
Wishing Well Enterprises in 
Roseville that had 184,000 
parts per million. 

— A necklace with a pink 
crystal heart at Macy's in 
Glendale that had 47,500 
parts per million. 

— And a "Molly'N Me" 
necklace at Jeffrey's Toys in 
San Francisco that had 36,000 
parts per million. 

State officials have ordered 
the stores — which also 
include the Universal Studio 
Store, Dollar Tree in Rancho 
Cordova and Gap Kids stores 
in Glendale and Roseville — 
to take the lead-tainted items 
off their shelves. 

State officials said the 
stores are cooperating. 
Officials said they do not 
know if any of the lead-taint- 
ed items have been subject to 
previous recalls by stores. 

The state has notified the 
federal Consumer Product 
Safety Commission of its 
findings.
